Minister Is Dragged from Denver 
Hotel and Whisked Away in Auto 
~—(Crowd Holds Police Powerless, 


Denver, Colo., April 5.—{Special.]—The 
Rev. Otis L. Spurgeon of Des Moiries, Ia., 4 
Baptist minister, was dragged from his room 
in a hotel here tonight by a mob of 200 men 
and women while others literally held three 
policemen back. Spurgeon was whirled away 
in an automobile. 

The entire police department is searching 
for the car in which he was kidnaped. 

The kidnaping resulted from an attack 
made by the minister upon the Catholic faith 
in a hall on Champa street last night. The 
preacher was set upon by 100 persons at that 
time, but the police, having expected trou- 
ble, quelled the disturbance and took Spur- 
geon home in an automobile. 

The preacher was to speak again tonight 
in the Twenty-third Avenue Presbyterian 
church, but he did not go to the church be- 
cause the police would not guarantee protec- 
tion. 

A sergeant and two patrolmen were sta- 
tioned near the entrance to the hotel When 
the crowd appeared the police tried to keep 
them back, but the three officers were help- 
leas. 

„Let me alone and I'll leave tomorrow,” 
Spurgeon begged when the crowd broke down 
the door of his room.

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USING OF LIQUOR 
BARRED IN NAVY 


Secretary Daniels Orders Ab- 
solute Prohibition for 
Ships and Yards. 


OFFICERS LOSEPRIVILEGE 


Washington, D. C., April 5.—Absolute pro- 
hibition will prevail in the Unitéd States navy 
after July 1 next. Seeretary Daniels tonight 
made public a sweeping order, which not only 
will abolish the traditional “‘ wine mess of 
the officers, but will bar all alcoholic liquors 
from every ship and shore station of the 
navy. 

This order, constituting one of the most 
notable victories ever won by the prohibitioz, 
forces, was issued on the recommendation 
of Surgeon General Braisted. It reads: 

“The use or introduction for drinking pur- 
poses of alcoholic liquors on board any naval 
vessel, or within any navy yard or station, 
is strictly prohibited, and commanding of- 
ficers will be held directly responsible for the 
enforcement of this order.“ 


Secretary Daniels Gives Views, 

In a statement issued tonight Secretary 
Daniels said: 

IJ am in hearty agreement with the views 
expressed by the surgeon-general in his pa- 
per accompanying the recommendation. 
There should not be on shipboard, with ref- 
erence to intoxicants, one rule for officers 
and another and a different rule for the en- 
listened personnel. The saddest hour in my 
official life ie when an officer or enlisted 
man must be punished for intoxication. 

“During the last week it has been my 
painful duty to approve a courtmaftial for 
dismissal from the service of an officer for 
intoxication. He told me that he had never 
tasted intoxicating drink until he did so in 
the wine mess on his cruises. Others, who 
have been disciplined for drinking to ex- 
cess, have made similar statements to me. 

“Officers are now commissioned at the 
early age of 22 years. Has the government 
a right to permit this temptation which too 
often destroy the highest usefulness of 
young officers? I think not. If there is one 
profession more than any other that calls 
for a clear. head and a steady hand it is the 
naval profession. 

“TI believe experience has demonstrated 
that a uniform rule should prevaifin the 
navy for all who enlist In the service, from 
the highest rank to the youngest enlisted 
man or officer who comes into the service, 
and that the abolition of the wine mess wil! 
be justified.” 


Braisted Wants Model Officers. 
„A matters stand today. wrote Surgeon 
General Braisted to Secretary Daniels, an 
enlisted man is very properly subjected to 
severe disciplinary measures if wine or 
beer be found in his possession on shipboard, 
yet the same man is constantly aware of the 
tree use of alcoholic Hauors on board ship, 
which is officially permitted to officers, and 
the too frequent derelictions which occur 
among them in consequence.

Several Captains Rebel. 

In refusing to act as agents for the sale 
of tickets, several police captains, who last 
Friday were called to the city hall and made 
acquainted with the financial needs of the 
County Democracy club, demanded to know, 
What has become of the §7,000 left over 
from the last ball? 

Secretary Cummings of the police depart- 
ment, to whom had been intrusted the deli- 
cate matter of handing out 100 tickets to 
each captain, was unable to satisfy the curi- 
osity of those who asked about the 7,000. 

Where am I going to sell 100 tickets?’ 
said one captaim “There isn’t a poker 
game in my district nor a disorderly resort 
of any kind.

Members of the police department, how- 
ever, are not the only city employés who have 
been asked to take tickets for the County 
Democracy * blowout.” Bailiffs and clerks 
of the Municipal court were adroitly in- 
formed last week, when they were given 
their monthly pay vouchers, that tickets for 
the ball could be obtained at $2 each. Em- 
ployés in other branches of the city govern- 
ment also were given an opportunity to 
purchase tickets for the ball. 


To Defend Election Frauds. 

A veteran city hall employé, who has 
never failed to donate his share when called 
upon to replenish the County Democracy 
treasury, said yesterday that he was going 
to “renig this time. 

“I understand,” said he, “that there is 
something over $7,000 in the treasury of 
the County Democracy and that is sufficient 
to pay all legitimate expenses for a long 
time to come. I have been told that the 
money which will accrue from the coming 
ball is to be used in paying the lawyers who 
defended the men tried for election fraud. 
If anything is left over, and there probably 
will be a few thousand, it is to be used to 
further the candidacy of the Hearst-Harri- 
son men on the county ticket. Why mem- 
bers of the County Democracy should be 
called upon to defray the expenses of these 
election fraud cases is something I don’t 
understand.

Span Over Wabash River Near At- 
tica, Ind., Gives Way Beneath Train 
—Only Trainmen Meet Death. 


* 
Attica, Ind., April 5.—Three persons were 
killed and about thirty-five others injured, 
some seriously, today when the Wabash 
passenger train No. 4, known as the Con- 
tinental Limited, was wrecked when the 
bridge Over the Wabash river, just west of 
here, gave way. The engine, a baggage car, 
and the day coach dropped into the water. 

The persons killed were the engineer, fire- 
man, and baggageman. 

When the cars len the bridge the day 
coach, which was crowded, fell with the rear 
end out of the water. 

‘The car hardly had settled in the water 
before the work of rescuing the passengers 
was commenced and in a few minutes an 
had been taken out. 

The railroad bridge was weakened early 
today when a freight train was wrecked upon 
the structure. The Continental Limited was 
stopped on the west side when it reached the 
place. 

A switch engine was sent across the bridge 
to determine whether the structure would 
hold the fast passenger train. Railroad of- 
ficials believed it safe and the limited was 
ordered to proceed. 

The train crept out on the bridge slowly 
and when about 100 feet out upon the struct- 
ure the bridge gave way.

INVOLVES 204 LICENSES 


Hineteen Villages Will Decide 
Question of Prohibition by 
Their Ballots. 


WOMEN TAKING ACTIVE PART 


The fight to vote seven townships of Cook 
county dry tomorrow will be the forerunner, 
according to an announcement yesterday of 
a campaign to drive the saloons out of Chi- 
cage perhaps next year. 

Two hundred and four saloons are in- 
golved in the local option elections in the 
pounty this election. They are located in 
@ineteen villages. The list follows: 


Maine township, with nine saloons, five of 
which are in the village of Desplaines, two in 
Riverview, and two in the town under licenses 
granted by the county board. 

Northfield township, with ten saloona, of 
which four are in Glen View, five in Schermer- 
ville, and one licensed by the county board. 

Orland township, with three saloons. 

Palatine township, with six ealoons in the 
village of Palatine. 

Palos township, with eleven saloons in Palos 
Perk under the jurisdiction of the county 
board. 

Proviso township, with seventy-seven sa- 
loons, eight being at Bellwood, forty-two at 
Forest Park, eight at River Grove, and nine 
at Melrose Park. 

Thornton township, with eighty-eight saloons, 
of which three are in the village of Thornton, 
five in Burnham, eight in Dolton, fourteen in 
Harvey, four in Homewood, seven in Lansing, 
seventeen in Phoenix, and thirty in West Ham- 


mond. 


Preachers Urge Action. 

Sermons in practically all of the village 
ehurches were devoted to the dry campaign, 
while conferences also were held by the 
leaders of the rival forces, in which arrange- 
ments were completed to have workers at all 
polling places. The women are showing a 
keen interest in the fights, and are ex- 
pected to vote in large numbers. Most of 
them are counted on the dry side. 

Young men living at the Oak Park 
T. M. C. A., headed by an attorney, a phy- 
elan, and a wealthy resident of River For- 
ext, delivered copies of the Forest Leaves, a 
publication of Oak Forest devoted to the 
dry cause, in Forest Park during the morn- 
ing before the wet faction in the suburb 
learned of their pilgrimage.

Blames “Traction Owned 
Press” for Opposition to the 
Comprehensive Proposal. 


BIDS WILL BE PROOF. 


Declares Voters ‘‘Befuddled”’ by 
Articles Concerning Schemes 
for Rapid Transit. 


Mayor Harrison yesterday issued an 
eleventh hour attack upon the opponents 
of the comprehensive subway proposition, 
including the newspapers which do not agree 
with his program. He classed the opposition 
papers as the traction owned press.“ 

“In voting on the comprehensive subway 
feature of the little ballot the first question 
for the people to decide,“ said the mayor, 
“is whether they wish to be ‘ bamboozied’ 
by the traction truat and the traction owned 
press. 

“The subway question {s being submitted 
in its present form to learn what the . 
really want. 

“ The traction trust had an opportunity to 
submit a tangible ordinance for popular 


approval, but declined to avail itself of it. 
“ Why? 


Want Small Subway. 

“ The answer is simple. The traction com- 
pany wants a smal downtown subway 
which can be constructed for a comparative- 
ly small price. The voters naturally will ex- 
pect interest on every dollar of the traction 
fund invested in a subway to be used ex- | 
clusively by the traction company. The 
larger the investment the greater the annual 
interest payment which the voters will ex- 


pect. The company wishes to be guaranteed 
in advance that this payment will not reduce 
its 45 per cent share of the net receipts. It | 
wants to be guaranteed that its total earn- 
ings shall not be less than 7 per cent. 

The traction company did not dare sub- 
mit in the coming election this brazenly im- 
pudent proposition side by side with the com- 
prehensive subway plan. 

The newspapers of the traction stripe are 
befuddiling the voters. 

“In answer to their various charges let 
me say that if the comprehensive subway 
scheme is mere moonshine, when bids are 
asked there will be no bidders. 

“If a comprehensive subway scheme can- 
not be financed on a twenty year grant, is it 
treasonable to ask the people if they are will- 
ing to give a longer grant? 


Not Like Yerkes Scheme. 

“If the people express themselves as will- 
ing to give a longer grant than twenty years 
for a rapid transit system of tubes, is there 
a parity between this suggestion and the 
demands of Charles T. Yerkes backed up 
with unlimited boodle, for a fifty year grant, 
without compensation, without public control 
or regulation, without municipal ownership 
as the result of amortization in a given num- 
ber of years, without protection of the public 
in a single feature? 

“A comprehensive subway is the only 
method by which Chicago can obtain rapid 
transportation. 

“It should be made possible for a citizen 
to trave! from Jefferson to South Chicago in 
less time than it takes to go from Chicago to 
Milwaukee. A comprehensive subway will 
enable a citizen to live in Lake View and work 
in the stockyards, making the morning and 
evening trips between these points in a short 
timie and for a single fare.

THE BOND ISSUES. | 

There will appear upon the “ little bal- 
lot” tomorrow propositions to impose npon 
the taxpayers of Chicago an additional debt 
ef $8,500,000. 

Of this amount, $4,000,000 to complete 
the Cook county hospital has been suffi- 
ciently exposed in the columns of this 
paper. The remaining $4,500,000 is made 
up as follows: 

For additional fire engine 
$1,000,000, 

For buildings for the police depart- 
ment, $2,500,000. 

For the health department, $470,000. 

For paying judgments against the city, 
$880,000. ° 

For bathing beaches, $350,000. 

Against all of these proposed loans lies 
the irrefutable argument that the money 
could well have been provided out of the 
current income of the city if the alder 
men and mayor had not preferred to di- 
vert an iniquitous proportion of municipal 
revenues for political purposes. 

The taxes levied in the Chicago terri- 
tory are more than ample to meet all its 
needs if expended with even reasonable 
discretion. The politicians at present in 
charge of our affairs have shown utter 
disregard of the taxpayers and have per- 
sisted in refusing to install systematic 
administration or common sense econ- 
omies, and have looked upon public money 
as an asset to be used for the benefit, 
political and otherwise, of those in power. 
Now, desiring, or pretending to desire, 
to make some permanent improvements, 
they call upon the taxpayers further to 
assess themselves. 

The voters are advised to refuse the 
bonds for the fire department, so that the 
aldermen will be required to provide them 
out of next year’s budget. | 

Of the $2,500,000 requested for the 
police department, $1,340,000 is demanded 
to build an unnecessary palace for the 
chief of police. The balance is asked to 
build more police stations which, like the 
fire department buildings, should be built 
out of the annual income. 

The proposition to issue $380,000 in 
bonds to meet judgments against the city 
of Chicago should be rejected emphatically. 
As has been pointed out frequently in 
the news columns, the present city at- 
torney is not making even a show of de- 
fending suits against the city of Chicago. 
To vote this bond issue would be merely 
to furnish more money to be thrown 
around among the shyster lawyers and 
fake litigants who are making fortunes 
through the open door of the city attor 
ney’s office. 

The request for $470,000 for the health 
department had better be granted. This 
gum also should be furnished out of the 
general revenues of the city, but as it 
benefits merely the sick and the helpless, 
it cannot expect to compete with appro- 
priations which will benefit the aggressive 
and the powerful 
Likewise the issue of $850,000 for bathing 
beaches. The need for these is so great as 
to justify the expense involved, even though 
it could have been taken care of in the reg- 
ular budget. 


THE PAROLE WINS.

When a “lifer” is paroled he gen- 
erally stays good. 

The experience, which the state of Wis- 
eonsin has had with the parole law in the 
course of a half dozen years should en- 
courage other states to extend this sort of 
treatment of prisoners with liberal discre- 
tion.

HEN a patient becomes uncon- 

scious the physician should be 

called quickly. Time used in de- 

ciding whether this is a case for 

a physician is time wasted. Rul- 
ing out coma due to alcohol and other 
drugs, that due to apoplexy and ordinary 
fainting, Cabot found that in about 1,000 
cases the coma was postepileptic in 545, 
uremic in 211. He says no sort of an 
opinion of the cause can be formed from 
the size or shape of the pupils, or the 
turning of the head or eye, or the kind of 
breathing. 


7 — 
SPASMS.—Unless as the result of pre- 
vious emperiences it is certain that the 
spasms are due to epilepsy, it is not good 
judgment to waste time deciding whether 
to call a physician when spasms develop. 
Cabot, after putting out of his study cases 
of puerperal convulsions, convulsions in 
small children, and convulsions in alcohol- 
ics, analysed 992 records of convulsions. 
He found the cause to be epilepsy in 544, 
uremia in 812, hysteria in 108. 

The reason for excluding puerperal con- 
vulsions and alcoholism was that in these 
groups the cause is obvious. I would like 
to see somebody make a similar mathemat- 
ical study of convulsions in babies. 


—~>- 

PARALYSIS.—In a study of paralyvis 
in 1,244 cases Cabot found the cause to 
be apoplexy in 346, locomotor ataxia in 
823, and infantile paralysis in 227. The 
remainder was divided among six diseases. 


. 
COUGHS.—After excluding cases of 
common colds and other causes of passing 
transient conghs, Cabot studied the cause 
of cough in 12,925 cases presenting this 
as a prominent symptom. Consumption 
Was the cause of 2,547 of these; bronchitis 
in about as many, 2,583; heart disease in 
8,310, tonsilitis in 1,405, pleurisy in 768, 
pharyngitis in 751, weak heart muscle in 
587, pneumonia in 521, asthma in 379. 

Cabot thinks the cause of coughs is al- 
ways above the diaphragm. He has not 
seen any stomach coughs, liver coughs, or 
uterine coughs. 

As to coughing of blood, he says that if 
we can rule out nose and gum hemorrhage, 
blood in the sputum means consumption, 
heart disease, or lung abscess. He says: 

“JT wish to emphasize the point that 
there is but one important cause of ob- 
secure hemoptysis, viz., tuberculosis.”

VOMITING.—After putting aside the 
vomiting of pregnancy, of alcoholism, sea- 
sickness, and of the onset of contagion, 
such as scarlet fever, as presenting too 
many cases, Cabot analyzed the remaia- 
der, 6,342 cases. Nervous stomach was re- 
sponsible in 2,126 cases, acute appendicitis 
in 1,819, heart disease in 1,512, ulcer of 
the stomach in 809, gastritis in 209, in- 
testinal obstruction in 167, cancer of the 
stomach in 113, Bright’s disease in 45, lo 
comotor ataxia in 42. 
It will be seen from the above figures 
that when vomiting occurs the stomach is

diseased in only a small part of the caves. 
The symptom means disease elsewhere than 
the stomach much more frequently.

BLOOD IN THE URINE.—The most 
frequent cause of blood in the urine, the 
female genitals as the source being exclud- 
ed, is acute Bright’s disease. In Oabot's 
study of 844 cases, none of which was due 
to acute Bright’s, chronic Bright’s caused 
139, kidney stone 62, bladder tumor 24, 
tuberculosis of the kidney 19, tumor of the 
kidney 12, inflammation of the bladder 8.

H. E. writes: My knees and legs are al- 
ways burning hot and the toes ice cold. What 
will prevent this?”

As one gets old the blood vessel walls thicken 


and lose some of their elasticity. In consequence : 


their carrying capacity is decreased. Az the cir- 
culation in the feet is far removed from the cen- 
ter of things, the feet suffer the results early. 

Another and an important factor is the aympa- 
thetic nervous system. One set of these fibers 
cause the feet to be cold. The physiciang have 
been investigating this nervous control and the 
drugs which affect it for several years. They have 
found that adrenalin, nicotine, and some other 
drugs are powerful in their effects on these nerves. 
But so far as your complaint ls concerned none of 
these would serve you, because their effects 
pass off so quickly. 

All that I can suggest is that you bathe your 
feet in cold water every day, following this with 
brisk rubbing; that you wear woolen stockings aud 
warm underwear during cold weather.

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LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


UL/JTAN MOHAMMED hae just pro- 
moted Hairi Bey, his able and ex- 
tremely honest minister of Wakf, that 
ie to say, minister of pious founda- 
tions, to the lofty office of sheik-ul- 
islam. This is a dignitary upon whose good 
will his tenure of the throne may be said to 
rest. While on the one hand the sultan can 
appoint and dismiss the sheik-ul-isiam, the 
latter has it in his power, by means of a 
fetvah or ecclesiastical edict, to declare him 
unworthy of occupying the throne and of 
deposing him therefrom. Indeed, Sultans 
Abdul Aziz, Murad, and Abdul Hamid were 
all in turn removed from the throne by 
means of a fetvah of the sheik-ul4talam. 

The office of the sheik-ul-isiam, which 
dates from 1543 and endows its holder with 
the prefix of “ highness,’’ may be said to 
combine the powers and prerogatives of the 
archbishop of Canterbury and of the lord 
high chancellor jn England. The sheik-ul- 
islam is not only-the highest ecclesiastical 
dignitary of the empire, but also the supreme 
head of its entire judicial system, since he 
can declare any judicial decree, any imperial 
edict, or any statute enacted by the legis- 
lature to be contrary to the spirit and letter 
of the Koran, and consequently invalid in 
the eyes of all true believers.” 

In Turkey canon law is closely intermingled 
with secular law, but is always superior to 
the latter, and the principal interpreter of 
canon law, whose fetvas never can be an- 
nulled, repealed, or appealed from, even by 
the sultan, is the sheik-ul-islam, who, un- 
like the other dignitaries of the realm, is 
always arrayed in the flowing robes and 
turban of the old Turks. 

— 

No undue importance need be accorded to 
the official assurances published at St. 
Petersburg to the effect that Foreign Minis- 
ter Sazonoff is destined to continue in office 
for some time to come. Such announcements 
are sometimes misleading. Just twenty- 
four hours before the issuance of the im- 
perial rescript appointing M. Goremykin to 
the premiership to relieve Count Kokovtzoff 
of that office, the newspapers of the Russian 
capital published in that portion of their 
columns devoted to official communications 
a statement issued from the prime minister’s 
office saying that no changes whatsoever 
in the government weré contemplated. 

This mode of procedure is in nowise un- 
usual in Russia. Thus, when Count Sergius 
Witte was deprived of the premiership some 
years ago without any warning, all his col- 
leagues learned through the press that their 
resignations—which they had never ten- 
dered—had been accepted and that the re- 
quests for permission to retire into private 
life—which they had never proffered—had 
been graciously granted by his majesty. 

The new premier, Goremykin, on the last 
occasion of his holding the premiership, 
learned at a frontier station on returning 
from a trip to Paris, that a successor had 
been appointed to his office just eight hours 
previously.

Then there was the case of M. Stishinsky, 
who had just removed from his own private 
house into official quarters, and was giving 
directions about their being refurnished ta 
his taste, when one of those present inter- 
rupted him with an inquiry as to whether he 
had seen the Official Gazette that morning. 
He replied in the negative and asked what 
that had to do with the furniture, whereupon 
his interlocutor informed him. that the 
Gazette contained a rescript of the czar 
stating that he, Stishinsky, had been 
: agar wo permitted to retire into private

During the first ten or fifteen years of his 
reign Emperor William was in the habit of 
giving similar unpleasant surprises to his 
| ministers. They seldom -knew beforehand 
When their official careers were about to

end. The first they heard of it was through 
a visit from the kaiser’s principal private 
secretary, the late Baron von Lucanua, who 
would call upon them for the purpose of con- 
veying a quiet intimation that they no longer 
enjoyed their sovereign’s confidence, that 
they had ceased to please him, and that their 
resignations—which they had not offered— 
had been “ graciously accepted by his ma- 
jesty.”’ 

Lucanus used always to dress in black on 
these occasions, just as if for a funeral, and 
things at length reached such a pass that 
whenever he was seen driving out of the 
palace alone in one of the open court car- 
riages thus funereally arrayed, it was at 
once taken for granted that he was on his 
way to convey an imperial order to some 
cabinet minister whose period of usefulness 
was at an end. Lucanus won in this connec- 
tion the nickname of the kaiser’s blackie 
man.”

Baron Schorlemer-Lieser’s name must be 
restored to the list of likely candidates for 
the important office of viceroy of Alsace- 
Lorraine, now about to be vacated by Gen. 
Count Wedel, whose resignation already has 
been accepted. A few weeks ago stories 
were current in the European press to the 
effect that he had incurred the displeasure of 
the emperor under circumstances similar to 
that which wrecked the career of Sir Charles 
Dilke. 

Perhaps, however, the fact that the em- 
peror invited himself to dinner at the hos- 
pitable house of the baron and baroness in 
Berlin on the eve of his departure for Corfu 
will go to show that at any rate the baron 
has not forfeited the favor and good will of 
his sovereign, and that the kaiser has treated 
with the contempt that they deserve the 
intrigues organized to ruin the baron. 

Schorlemer-Lieser for some time has oc- 
cupied the office of minister of agriculture 
in the Prussian cabinet, formerly was gov- 
ernor of the Rhine provinces, belongs to an 
ancient Catholic house of the aristocracy 
whose patent of nobility dates back to the 
twelfth century, and is enormously rich.

The stories were first started against the 
baron at the time of the Zabern trouble, 
when it became evident that Count Wedel 
would retire, and apparently were put in 
circulation to prevent his receiving the ap- 
pointment of governor general of the Reichs- 
land. They were to the effect that he had 
gravely compromised himself with a pretty 
danseuse and that the baroness had deter- 
mined upon separation. The matter having 
been referred to in the press and having 
become the subject of more or less public 
discussions, reached the ears of the em- 

peror, as it was intended that it should, and 
on his asking for information letters which 
had passed between the baron and the wom- 
an in question were submitted to him. 

The emperor, however, on carefully ex- 
amining the correspondence, found that the 
letters related to some lawsuit which had 
arisen in connection with the estate of the 
danseuse’s mother, a woman who played a 
certain role in the underworld of Berlin 
away back in the 708, and that the danseuse 
had appealed to the baron for certain in- 
formation needed for her lawsuit. 

That the baron had been acquainted with 
the mother when he was a gay bachelor, prior 
to his marriage more than thirty years ago, 
could not be denied. But the emperor con- 
sidered it ridiculous that a statesman who 
had been irreproachable in his private and 
public life for three decades should be called 
upon to answer at this late date as to the 
nature of his acquaintances in the days of 
his youth, and not only spoke his mind freely 
to those of his court who had lent them- 
selves to the intrigues against the baron but 

went out of his way to show him increased 


good will and friendship.

MR. CLIFFORD THORNE AND THE 
RAILWAYS. 

Chicago, April 3.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—What kind of chickens does Clifford Thorne 
expect to hatch out of the mare’s nest he is 
sitting on in the rate hearing in Washing- 
ton? Between 1903 and 1913 the freight traf- 
fic of the railways of the United States in- 
creased from 173,000,000,000 to 300,000,000,000 
tons carried one mile, or 7 per cent, while 
their revenues therefrom increased only from 
$1,838,000,000 to $2,211,000,000, or 65 per cent, 
Mr. Thorne’s clients, the shippers of Iowa 
and elsewhere, pocketing the 5 per cent dif- 
ference, amounting to about 865,000,000. 
None of it ever got to the consumers. Mean- 
while the cost of doing this enormous busi- 
ness has increased out of all proportion, so 
that the net revenues of transportation after 
paying operating expenses and taxes in- 
creased only from $585,000,000 im 1903 to $842,- 
000,000 in 1913, or 44 per cent. 

An increase of over 70 per cent in the freight 
service rendered and of only 44 per cent in 
the net income tells the tale of what the rail- 
ways are up against. 

Who got the difference? Mr. Thorne’sclii- 
ents, $108,000,000, and railway labor, $231,- 
000,000. Total, $339,000,000. 

But this is $187,000,000 more than the differ- 
ence. How do you account for thet? 

By efficiency and economy of management 
never dreamed of in the philosophy of such 
experts as Mr. Thorne. Between 1903 and 
1913 over $5,000,000,000 of capital has been in- 
vested in making American railways. With 
the expenditure of 50 per cent more capital 
they have been made 70 per cent more effi- 
cient. But the demands of shippers and labor 
have imperiled the present investment and 
discouraged further investment. 

How do you figure that? Well, between 
1908 and 1918 the rate per ton mile has been 
whittled down from 7.63 to 7.27 mills. This 
drop of .036 of a cent per ton mile on 300,000,- 
000,000 tons carried onegnile in 1918 amounted 


to the $108,000,000 named above. 

In the eight years between 1905 and 1913 
the average wages paid railway employ és 
increased 42 cents a day. The 1,848,000 rail- 
way employés worked over 500,000,000 days 
in 1913. This advance in average pay cost 
the railways over $231,000,000 last year. 
American railways are undercapitalized, 
overworked, and underpaid relatively to their 
cost of living. SLASON THOMPSON.

The time for baking in this recipe undoubt- 
edly refers to the time required in ovens less 
quick and hot than ours heated by gas. Of 
course, too, anything cooked in milk must not 
be cooked by too hot a fire, but fish prepared in 
this way, delicate fillets, etc., are about the 
most delicate of all fish dishes. 

PLAIN SALT CODFISH (MORUE)—Time for 
preparing, one and one-fourth hours. For six 
people: One and a half pounds of salt codfish, 
a dozen potatoes, two-thirds of an ounce of but- 
crumbs, two tablespoons of vinegar, 
tablespoons of olive oll, some garlic 
e young onion (eschalot). Buy a good piece 


eth and soak it. Put it to cook in cold water, 


after having divided it into little bits. When 
the water commences to boil, draw the pan to 
the side of the fire. This is essential, It !s 
not necessary that the codfish boil. Leave it on 


fore they break in pieces, drain them, and cut 
them in thin slices, Take a fireproof dish, but- 
ter the sides very thoroughly, put on the bot- 
tom a layer of potatoes, put on top of that a 
layer of codfish and repeat until both potatoes 
and codfish have been used up. Let the last 
layer be of potatoes. Pour over this the vine- 
gar and the olive oil. Add, if you like, a clove 
of garlic or some chopped shallot. Powder «ver 
the top some fine bread crumbs, and spread 
over a little more olive oil, put into a mod- 
erate oven, and cook for a quarter of an hour.

CODFISH IN THD MITHRI DATES MANNER 
—Time for preparation, three-quarters of an 
hour. For six persons: Two pounds of codfish, 
a scant quarter of a pound of grated Gruyere 
cheese, four tablespoons of butter. 

Here is another way of preparing codfish 
which appears often on the table at Easter 
time. _ Procure about two pounds of codfish, 
choosing a beautiful thick piece (what we call 
middles. Soak it for twenty-four hours to re- 
move the salt. At the moment of preparing it, 
remove it from the water, drain it, put it into 
a saucepan and cover it with cold water. Bring 
it to a boil, draw to side of fire, and let it sook 
for fifteen minutes without boiling. At the end 
of this time take it off the fire. drain it, take 
off the skin with the point of a knife, remove 
the bones and separate it into bits. Butter tne 
botom of a fireproof dish, put in a layer of 
codfish, a layer of grated Gruyere cheese, pour 
butter over, a layer of fish, and finish with a 
layer of cheese. Sprinkle over the top some 
bits of butter, powder generously with fine 
bread crumbs, and put in oven for twenty min- 
utes, turning it around from time to time.

A favorite method of cooking potatoes to eat 
with codfish, given in other French recipes, is 
to boil or stew them in the waer in which 
the codfish was cooked. The first of the recipes 
given above, instead of really being new, is 
very, very old, as reference to several old 
French cook books will show.

VILLA DID NOT KILL BENTON? 

Et Paso. .Tex., April 5.—[Special.J—Wil- 
liam 8. Benton, British subject and rancher 
in Mexico, was not murdered by Gen. Villa, 
he was not executed by court martial order, 
and he was not killed by a knife stab. He 
was not even killed in Juarez. 

This will be the report of the commission 
appointed by Gen. Venustiano Carranza, 
„ fHrst chief of the Constitutionalists, who 
made an investigation. The report will say 
that Benton was killed at Samalayuca, 
thirty-two miles south of Juarez, and 
Rodolfo Fierro, late rebel major and super- 
intendent of railways for Villa, will be held 
responsible. The body was first buried in 
the soft sand at Samalayuca, but later was 
taken up by Villa and transported to Chi- 
huahua and buried. This the report will also 
show. 


Villa to Be Exonerated. 

Villa will be exonerated and the killing will 
be laid entirely at the door of Fierro, who is 
now and has been for several weeks in jail 
in Chihuahua. He was stripped of his au- 
thority as superintendent of railways short- 
ly after the Benton incident and a few days 
later was placed in prison in Chihuahua. At 
the time it was given out that his arrest was 
in connection with the death of a woman in 
Chihuahua. 

The name of the lawyer who suggested the 
court martial report as the explanation of 
the Britisher’s death will be divulged in the 
report, it is said. 

Villa is declared to have been opposed to 
the court martial idea, but several of his 
advisers insisted that if a report of a sup- 
posed court martial were given out the world 
would accept it as a fact. The world refused 
to accept it, however, and then Villa became 


41 trightened. 


Benton Threatened Villa. 


Villa declared, and the report is said to bear 
him out in it, that Benton called at his of- 
fice, applied many nasty epithets to him, and 
threatened him, whereupon Villa placed him 
in charge of troops and ordered him put in 
jail. Villa is then said to have placed Ben- 
ton in charge of Fierro, who was to leave for 
Chihuahua that night. He told Fierro to 
place Benton in the penitentiary at Chihua- 
9 is sald to have killed Benton at 
Samalayuca, on the way south, and to have 
reported by wire to Villa that he was forced 
to kill the man for trying to escape. Villa 
believed the story, as he considered Fierro 
one of his beat friends. 

Villa’s legal advisers suggested that the 
fake court martial be held. Villa is said t 
have’ insisted on telling the truth, but te 
have acceded to the judgment of his advisers. 


‘Willa Exhumes Body; Is Suspicious. 

Then Villa quit Juarez, leaving it to his 
officers to give out the result of the court 
martial, first calling on United States Consul 
T. D. Edwards and telling him that Bentor 
was dead. 

En route to Chihuahua, Villa had the body 
of Benton exhumed. Behind the right ear 
was a pistol wound and in the man’s breast 
were several rifle wounds. Villa could not 
see how a man trying to escape from a train 
would be shot up in that manner. He inves- 
tigated the matter when he got to Chihuahua 
and the imprisonment of Fierro followed. It 
is known that Villa’s story of the killing is 
borne out by at least two witnesses.

Anderson Exhorts Young Peo- 
ple of Church to Win Souls 
of the Outcasts. 


ENTHUSIASM IS NEED. 


The effort of Trimity Protestant Episcopal 
church, South Michigan avenue and East 
Twenty-sixth street, to secure a permanent 
endowment for its maintenance received 
hearty encouragement yesterday morning 
in a sermon preached in the church by 
Bishop Charles P. Anderson, bishop of Chi- 
cago. 

Preceding his sermon Bishop Anderson 
confirmed thirty candidates, fifteen of whom 
were adults and fifteen children. The audi- 
torium was filled. 

‘With all my heart I am backing up the 
vestry of this chugch,”’ he said, “and I 
promise to codperate with them in their de- 
termination to make a winning fight to main- 
tain this church. 

“It is silly nonsense to think of closing 

ies church with a chapel filled with ¢hil- 
dren as Trinity's chapel was this morning 
and with a congregation such as this, with 
its reserve power. This church is capable 
of ministering to this community not for 
three years but for a century. 


A Church for the People. 

“This is to be a people’s church, of and 
for the people. You are to gather in the 
children, no matter if they are poor and 
ragged. You are to reach for the outcast 
and the prostitute and put your arms of 
love about them and offer them a shelter. 

“If you young people who have no money 
to contribute will work as earnest Chris- 
tians ought to work and will show the spirit 
of brothers and sisters to other young people 
you can win them, and God will not let 
Trinity go.“ 

‘The Rev. John M. McGann, the pastor, an- 
nounced that subscriptions for maintaining 
Trinity for the next three years are being 
received every day. 

We are very mucn gratified at the re- 
sponses coming to us from all parts of the 
city.“ he said. “‘ A good Presbyterian neigh- 
bor gave us $2,000 on permanent endowment 
a few days ago, but most of our subscrip- 
tions are on the three year plan for current 
expenses. If enough is received on this 
plan our anxiety for keeping the work going 
will be ended and we can devote our energy 
to securing the permanent endowment.” 


Preaches on Enthusiasm. 

Bishop Anderson preached on the subject 
“The Place Enthusiasm Ocoupies tn) Re- 
ligion.” He drew his lessons from the first 
Palm Sunday, when the crowds greeted the 
triumphal entry of Christ into Jerusalem 
with shouts of Hosanna.“ and then from 
the lessons of Good Friday, when the same 
crowds cried out, “Crucify Him! Crucify 
Him!“ 

Bishop Anderson cited the examples of the 
enthusiastic reception of Admiral! Dewey in 
New York after his victory in Manila bay 
and the subsequent coolness with which he 
was treated by the American public. and the 
phenomenal acceptance of tre message of 
“ Billy’ Sunday and the backsliding which, 
in certain instances, had followed. 


Brings Converts to Church. 

„People differ,“ he said, concerning Bil- 
ly’ Sunday. He is a man of unspeakable 
vulgarity. Yet he moves cities and towns ro- 
ligiously as no other man of this day does. 
He converts many and changes their ways 
of living. He is a fearless preacher of right- 
eousness. Yet go back to places where he 
bas been and there will be found a great re- 
action of feeling. 

“T once went to a country town and con- 
firmed forty-eight men as the result of his 
work. In two years I returned and could 
scarcely find one. 

“But are we to blame the evangelist “ 
Ought we not to take the blame on ourselves 
that when an evangelist throws at us con- 
verts by the dozen we have not spirit enough 
to educate, Build up, and sustain the con- 
verts?

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FAVORS CHECKING 
JAP IMMIGRANTS 


Kyoto Missionary Professor 
Tells Sunday Evening Club 
Plan to Curb Them. 


BASED ON PERCENTAGE.

Dr. Sydney L. Gulick of Kyoto, Japan, has 
a plan for the solving of the immigration 
question not hitherto proposed. He ex- 
plained it in outline last evening in an ad- 
dress on America's Oriental Problem at 
the Sunday Evenihg club at Orchestra hall, 
and promised to unfold it more fully in ad- 
dresses which he is scheduled to me this 
week before the City club, the Association of 
Commerce, and other bodies. 

Dr. Gulick is professor of systematic the- 
ology in the Doshisha university and specia! 
lecturer at the Imperial! university of Kyoto. 
He has been a missionary in Japan for twen- 
ty-six years, and is an author of several 
books on subjects pertaining to Japan. 


“I sympathize with California,” he sald, 
in her dread of unlimited immigration from 
the orient. If California should be open to 
unrestricted immigration, in ten years there 
would be millions of Chinese landed on her 
coasts and economic disaster would follow. 

The present immigration law {s not a wise 
one, not because of the literacy test but be- 
cause the literacy test will open the way for 
millions of Astiatics to come in and swamp 
us, A literacy test would admit every Jap- 
anese 16 years of age and also millions of 
Chinese.“ 


Restriction by Percentage. 

Dr. Gulick suggested that the rate of immi- 
gration that could be allowed with the ex- 
pectation that the incoming foreigners could 
be assimilated was 5 per cent of the natural- 
ized citizens of each nationality in the 
United States with their American born chi 
dren. It is the details of this plan that he 
intends to explain to the civic organizations 
of Chicago. He has, he said. already pre- 
sented the subject to President Wilson and 
Secretary of State Bryan, after having pre- 
sented it to the senate committee on immigra- 
tion. “If the per cent basis ie adopted,” he 
said, all nations will feel themsélves equa!- 
ly favored and as the number of Asiatics 
now naturalized is small the immigration 
from the orient would be small.“ 

Dr. Gulick called the talk about America 
having a war with Japan moonshine.” 

“Our danger does not lie in the possibility 
of having war,” he said, “ but in the-fear of 
it, which will require us to be suspicious of 
Japan and Japan of us and will compel 
Japan to devote money to military armament 
when the money ought to be spent in agricul- 
ture, education, and commercial develop- 
ment 


Race for Biggest Navy. 

Every time that Japan builds a battleship 
we feel that we must build two, and probably 
Congressman Hobson thinks that we ought 
to build three, 

“ The yellow peril’ from which we suffer 
is the yellow press. Japan is not asking for 
an open door, but the same treatment as we 
give other nations. 

There has never been a scandal among 
the thousands of Japanese young men who 
have been sent to this country for education, 
although they have been taken freely into 


} American homes, This speaks well for them 


and also for American homes.”

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 16—The 
Hamburg-American Steamship company will 
inaugurate a regular freight and passenger 
service between New York and the ports of 
the Levant and the Black sea next month. 
The first sailing will be from New York on 
or about April 15, and will be followed by 
sailings every month for Constantinople and 
Black sea ports, via Naples, Italy, and 
Pirseus, Greece. 

The final authoritative announcement was 
made by Dr. Otto Ecker, director of the 
Hamburg-American, who passed through 
Constantinople last month on a tour of in- 
vestigation of freight and traffic conditions 
in the ports of the Levant. 

The announcement 1s one of unusual im- 
portance to American manufacturers. For 
the first time in fifty years direct freight com- 
munication will be established between the 
United States, Constantinople, and the Black 
sea—a trade route 5,000 miles in length be- 
tween Broaaway and the Bosporous alene. 
The bars are down for the direct entry of 
American goods to the little known Ottoman 
empire. 

Opening Wedge for Americans, 

This move by the Hamburg-American line, 
in addition to the limited service of the 
America-Levant line between Philadelphia 
and Smyrna, started this last year, will sup- 
ply an opening up factor much needed by 
American shippers. 

America’s sales to Turkey have jumped 
from $500,000 to 65,000,000 in the last five 
years. At that, the annual total is not enough 
to create more than a ripple in the Turkish 
import trade. Uncle Sam, as usual, lags 
way behind the other nations. Meap- 
while he ranks next to Great Britain as a 
buyer of Turkish goods, holding the position 
as second best customer by purchases of 
Turkish tobacco, carpets, wool, figs, skins, 


’ Heorice, and cotton lace to the extent of 


$20,000,000 a year. The balance of trade is 
entirely against the United States, and the 
fault is entirely our own. 

The reason for America's bad sales show- 
ing ia largely a lack of confidence in Turkey, 
ably seconded by a general indifference. 
Owing to years of headlines of Turkish 
atrocities and commercial duplicity, there 
is little interest or confidence in Turkish 
trade. American business men do not know 
the real conditions—a matter of keen rejoic- 
ing to the aggressive traders from Germany, 
England, and France, who follow up their 
large investments of capital by the increasing 
sales of their goods. 


Putting Its House in Order. 

Turkey is tremendously busy putting its 
house in order. After the shakeup admin- 
istered by the Balkan allies and the conse- 
quent loss of the provinces in Europe, the 
country awakened to find itself even better 
off than before, economically. The vast Asia 
Minor mainland, inhabited by the real Otto- 
mans, is territory awaiting great exploita- 
tion, and rich enough to use all the energies 
of the new régime, for now the “ Young 
Turk” party is in power and progressive 
government instead of the oppressive mis- 
government of the former sultan rules, 

New country is opening. Foreign capital 
flowe in steadily, securing rich concessions 
and development projects in Mesopotamia, 
Syria, Anatolia, and Armenia—territories 
hitherto unheard of and unknown except by 
the outrages of the old daya, under weak and 
despotic Abdul Hamid. 

Trade follows capital. Turkey is stirring 
under new impulses, and Turkey must buy. 
Its own resources are agricultural and min- 
eral—undeveloped. Barring the carpet and 
rug industry, the country has no manufac- 
tures and ls dependent on outside nations for 
us manufactured goods. 


Shrewdest Traders of World. 

The business of the Ottoman empire is dome 
by Greeks, Jews, and Armenians, the shrewd- 
est traders the world knows. 

The chances of an American doing bus 
ness according to his own training can well 
be imagined. He needs a man who knows 
the people, their characteristically oriental 
way of thinking and dealing, their shrewd- 
ness and their guile—to handle successfully 
incoming goods The policy of honesty in 
business is as yet an unknown doctrine. 

The newcomer to Turkish markets does 
well to use a carefully chosen representa- 
tive or commission broker; who thoroughly 
knows local trade conditions, markets, and 
credit, and who is thoroughly reliable. The 
first step in obtaining the right connection is 
the moet important of alL 

There are many such individuals and firms 
waiting for American lines. They have good 
credit ratings, and, of more importance, gvod 
references from outside firms with whom 
they are already doing business. 


Confidence Game Flourishes. 

Experience is a hard teacher, nowhere more 
so than in the Levantine trade. The confi- 
dence game flourishes. American losses have 
not been uncommon. Swindles have been 
perpetrated on American manufacturers who 
neglected to obtain character reference to- 
gether with credit ratings. 

A clever and unscrupulous Armenian, with 
a fair credit rating, but without good busi- 
ness references, made an able bid for the 
selling rights in Turkey of a big American 
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Hungarian Leader

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STEAMER’S FATE 
STILL IN DOUBT 


Southern Cross Will Be Post- 
ed as Lost Unless Heard 
from Tonight. 


CARRIES 173 ON BOARD. 


St. John's, N. F., April 5.—Anxiety deep- 
ened tonight for the 173 mien on the sealing 
steamer Southern Cross, which has been 
missing since Tuesday blizzard. It was 
not reported either by incoming vessels of 
the sealing fleet or by the steamer Kyle, 
sent out by the government to search for the 
vessel. By sunset tomorrow, if it is not 
heard from, it will be officially posted as 
lost, with all on board. 

Disaster to it, following so closely upon 
the loss of seventy-seven men of the sealer 
Newfoundland, would bring upon the colony 
the greatest tragedy in its history, de- 
priving whole settlements of their bread- 
winners and making 1,000 women and chil- 
dren dependent upon charity. 

As the public learned teday from the 
Newfoundland’s survivors, who were landed 
yesterday, the details of the two days’ blis- 
zard and the condition in which it caught the 
Southern Cross, the first hopes, based on the 
stoutness of the ship, faded. 


Doubt Vessel Reached Safety. 

Capt. Daniel Martin of the sealer Erik and 
Capt. William Bartlett of the Terranova, 
which arrived with full catches, were dubi- 
ous regarding the safety of the missing ship. 
Neither had seen it within a week. 

Capt. Martin said he parted company with 
the Southern Cross a week ago Thursday, 
when it turned homeward with 17.000 seals. 
It was so deeply laden that all its provisions 
and part of the bunker coal were stored on 
deck. | 

Capt. Bartlett of the Terranova eaid the 
last he saw of the Southern Crose was a 
week ago Friday, when it was wallowing 
slowly down the coast. Other ships of the 
fleet sighted the steamer Griving before the 
gale last Tuesday morning. 

In every church today the disaster which 
overtook the Newfoundland’s men on the 
ice wae the theme of the sermon. Messages 
of sympathy from the king and from the 
Canadian premier were read. 


Pitiful Scenes at Morgue. 

Attendants at the Greenfell institute 
which was turned into a morgue, said the 
scenes accompanying the identification of 
the bodies were almost beyond endurance. 

One woman found two bodies clasped so 
tightly in death that they could not be sepa- 
rated. They were her husband and son. The 
lad was wrapped in his father’s arms as if 
the man had been trying to shield him from 
the cold. 

The hand of another dead man was miss- 
ing. One of the survivors, who had lain 
helpless near the body for nearly forty-eight 
hours, said that his comrade, unable to stand 
the agony of frostbite, had sliced off the 
hand with his seaman’s knife. 

A gray haired mother, supported by her 
two daughters, passed down the long rows 
looking for her sons. Attention was sudden- 
ly drawn to them, when the women fell to 
the floor ina faint. They had found not only 
the four sons and brothera, but two cou- 
sins, among the dead. 5

ENGLISH LAW A MODEL 


Supporters Assert That Plan Would 
Mean End of Interlocking 
Directorate Evil. 


MAY ENTER IN WILSON PROGRAM 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., April 5.—[Special. }~ 
Senator Kenyon of Iowa has introduced 8 
bill to provide a remedy for wronged and 
defrauded shareholders of corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, which has at- 
tracted so much favorable comment from 
Democrats that there is talk of making it 
part of the administration's program of trust 
legislation. 

The bill is based upon the English system 
of protecting the interests of minority stock · 
holders against the machinationsof dishonest 
officers and directors of corporations. It pro- 
vides a method whereby the shareholders can 
recover the money which the corporations 
have been mulcted by mismanagement or 
theft on the part of the officers and directors, 

Those who have examined the measure 
critically believe that the Kenyon bill offers 
the solution of the interlocking directorate 
evil and the further wrongs resulting from 
holding companies, because the men who will 
be held personally responsible for any finan- 
cial loss due to mismanagement will not be 
found serving upon the directorates of more 
corporations than they can give close per- 
sonal attention to. 


Features of Kenyon Bill 

The essential features of the Kenyon bill 
are as follows: 

The attorney general and the interstate 
commerce commission was empowered to 
make investigation of the financial and prog - 
erty affairs and operations of every corpora- 
tion engaged in interstate or foreign oom 
merce to determine whether their affairs 
have been conducted so as to preserve the 
rights and interests of individual share- 
holders. 

If improper methods are discovered where- 
by individual shareholders have been de- 
spoiled of property rights or interests, the 
atborney general shall bring sult in the name 
of the United States as trustee for the stock- 
holders. 

All persona, corporations, or partnerships 
which have been engaged in the fraudulent 
acts in any manner or degree shall be joined 
as defendants. 

The proceedings shall be in equity. and no 
objection to the jurisdiction shall be enter 
tained. 

The bill need be certified only by the attor 
ney general as true on investigation. 


Action Against Any Defendant. 

The court may give judgment jointly and 
severally against all defendants who have 
been jointly engaged in the scheme to de- 
fraud the ehareholders. 

The attorney genera! shal! proceed at once 
to enforce the judgment. 

Shareholders shall be allowed three years 
after the final decree to show their right te 
share in the proceeds of the judgment. 

There may be two classes who may share 
equally, those who owned their shares at the 
time the fraudulent acts were committedand 
can show they suffered loss by reason of the 
acts, and those who, having owned shares 
at the time of the fraudulent act, have since 
sold them and can show that they suffered 
loas by reason thereof. . 

The funds collected by the attorney general 
on the judgment shall be deposited and paid 
to the shareholders upon the court's order. 

Any recovery of property other than money 


and equity demand. 


Use of Left-Over Funds. 
If any funds or property are left over after 
claims have been satisfied, they shall be ap- 


parent corporation. 

The gist of Senator Kenyon’s proposition 
is this: That any stockholder in a corpora- 
tion who has reason to believe that its officers 
are conducting its affairs in a manner todis- 
sipate his interest may go to the attorney 
genera! or to the interstate commerce com- 
mission, if it is a common carrier corpora- 
tion, and state his case. It then becomes the 
duty of the attorney general or the commis- 
sion to make an investigation and if it is 
discovered that the officers and directora 
have acted wrongfully or if they have been 
guilty of gross mismanagement or havé in 
any manner turned to their own use the funds 
which properly belonged to the corporatica, 
the attorney general must bring suit against 
them to recover the amount that has been 
lost to the shareholders. 

That money having been recovered from 
one or more of the officials of the corporation 
will be turned back to the shareholders 
proportion to their holdings. 


Effect of English Law. 

A similar law is in operation ip England, 
and lawyers say it has had a good effect. The 
Boglish law hes been invoked for the pur- 
pose of making promoters liable for the full 
amount of money or property received from 
the subscribers to the shareholders of cor- 
porations which they have promoted when it 
hes been shown that they had made mis- 
statements in their prospect uses. 

If such a law were in operation today 
Senator Kenyon and other members of con- 
gress say, it would be the duty of the attor- 
ney general to proceed against the directors 
and officers of the New Haven railroad to re 
cover the millions of dollars that they wasted 
and dissipated through purchasing trolley 
lines, branch lines, and other property at en-

Criticism Fails to Have Any 
Effect on Organization 
Committee. 


WILL NOT CHANGE CITIES 


One Member Points to Data Which 
He Says Justify Twelve Re- 
serve Selections. 


[BT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 5.—[Special.)— 
No change will be made in the location of 
the reserve bank cities or in the delimitation 
of the twelve districts either by the organ- 
ization committee, headed by Secretary of 
the Treasury McAdoo, or by the federal re- 
serve board soon to be appointed by Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

This is the answer of the organization 
committee to the criticisms of its work, 
which have been expressed principally by 
members of congress. The organization 
committee believes that its apportionment of 
the reserve banks will stand every practical 
commercial test. 


Justifies Committee’s Action. 

A member of the organization committee 
said today that the data upon which the ap- 
portfonment is based logically justify the 
location of every one of the twelve regional 
banks and the delimitation of the districts. 

He said the objections of certain Chicago 
bankers to the establishment of a reserve 
banks at Minneapolis are disposed of by 
the showing of tremendous growth in the 
banking business of the northwest city. He 
pointed out that while Chicago national 
banks gained 79 per cent in capital and sur 
plus, 81 per cent in loans and discounts, and 
62 per cent in individual deposits between 
1908 and 1913, the Minneapolis gains In these 
items were 124 per cent, 164 per cent, and 68 
per cent, respectively. 

He said this extraordinary development 
indicated that Minneapolis is becoming one 
of the strongest financial centers in the coun- 
try and less dependent upon Chicago than 
formerly. Minneapolis undoubtedly has 
earned its title to a reserve bank, he said, on 
this showing. 


Cites Progress of Cleveland. 

In like manner he showed that on the eaat- 
ern edge of the middle western states there 
is a rapidly developing financial center and 
that Cleveland is more entitled to the reserve 
bank for that district because it has made 
greater gains in the volume of banking busi- 
ness than has Pittsburgh in the last decade,

The government and the new finance min- 
jeter, it seems, are bent on executing this 
and the other financial plans conceived by 
M Cafflaux.

Personal Impost Planned. 

The chief item in the new financial scheme 
fs the creation of a personal impost levied 
on combined revenues. Thesenate, which, it 
must be remembered, was not dissolved when 
the chamber of deputies was dissolved last 
week, may be driven to pass the law in haste 
to save the critical situation, and without 
that careful correction and pruning to which 
the senate usually subjects new and untried 
laws. 

Time is pressing; the huge budget is grow- 
ing daily and now amounts to more than a 
billion dollars, while the dreaded deficit 
leaves almost $200,000,000 to be found over 
and above present estimates. 

The government intends to meet the crit- 
feal situation by making drastic economies 
fn the public service, expected to amount to 
$10,000,000, making the outlay for Morocco a 
special account apart from the budget. Then 
dome other expenses will be put off for the 
time being. Lastly, the new projected taxes

from the new income tax alone. 

The rest of the money needed will be ob- 
tained by the iasue of short term bonds, but 
the real infliction of the present Radical and 
Socialist government will be to make the

But if that increase is not granted, despite 
the continued calamity howling of railway 
presidents, the railroads will continue to 
enjoy higher credit than any other industry 
whose securities are represented on the 
stock exchanges of the world.

The increasing popularity of the croft roll coat, 
modeled on English lines, brought clothiers face 
to face with the problem of finding an interlining 
that would preserve the shape of the lapel and 
stand up under wear. Experiments have been 
made with various fabrics. Canvas, it has been 
found, does not holdsits shape for any length of 
time, the garment ulring frequent pressing if 
the soft roll effect is to be retained. Haircloth 
and the various fabrics made up of camel and 
horse hair are open to the same objection. The 
type of fabric that has proved most successful is 
one made of cotton with a horse hair thread. The 
difficulty of getting horse hair gufficiently long 
to be suftable for the purpose is obviated by the 
patented precess of winding a cotton thread 
a round a number of hairs. This process does away 
also with the objectionabie feature of the hair 
breaking out of the fabric and through the lapel. 
The fabric will stand up under wear, it is claimed. 
and retain the shape under trying circumstances. 
A garment, for instance, may be folded and 
shipped across the continent and upon its re- 
moval will still have the desired soft roll. Most 
of the large houses are now using this fabric for 
interlining, and in many cases, it is said, sub- 
stituting it entirely for haircloth.

Reports which are causing some uneasiness in 


certain quarters of the men’s wear market are 
to the effect that purchasing agents for large 
railroad companies are likely to purchase foreign 
goods for equipping their employés in the passen- 
ger service. The lower duty rates on imported 
woolens and worsteds have, it is stated, placed 
these goods at prices close to those on domestic 
goods. The well known wearing qualities of west 
of England goods are said to be another large 
factor in favor of their use, and reports are cir- 
culating to the effect that sample lines of Eng- 
lish and other foreign goods are being inspected. 

West of England broadcioths,’’ says one agent, 
have been known for years for their excellent 
wearing qualities and fast colors. These goods, 
even in the lighter weights, are practically water- 
proof, and will outwear ordinary goods three or 
four times over. There is nothing better in the 
world than goods turned out by these mills and 
plot cloth.“ They are impervious to 
water, and for generations these goods have been 
used by the British navy, owing to their water- 
proof qualities, warmth, and wearing qualities. 
The goods will stand any amount of rough usage 
and will wear like iron.’’ 

— 

The present fad for balmacaans and similar 
styles has created a demand for fabrics of the 
better grades, according to a dress goods facter. 
The reason for this is, he explained, because no 
lining is used, and to give the garments the neces- 


sary finish and appearance more expensive goods 


are required. While this is particularly true of 
cloakings the general tendency seems to be among 
the coat and suit manufacturers to use better suit- 
ings as well. Aside from this, the question of 
just how long balmacaans and donegal tweeds will 
continue to remain popular is a source of worry 
at the present moment to sellers. No one seems 
to have the answer, and opinions on the subject 
are for the most part admitted te be guesswork. 
The fact remains, however, that the mills have a 
good many more orders on band for these fabrics 
than they expect to fill. One case is cited where 
the orders exceed by two-thirds the amount of de- 
liveries that can be made.

The newest things in men’s shirts for dress 
wear are far cries from the plain, aundered bosom 
effects of a few seasons back. One of the biggest 
companies in the country making this class of 
goods is now showing some that feature soft 
bosoms of cluster tucks set off by hand embroi- 
dered fieur-de-lis and similar effects in biack 
and a sort of cream shade. Another effect in soft 
bosoms shows several figures run up the center 
of the bosom between the buttons. The bodies of 
the shirts are made of imported, self-figured fab- 
rics that are pretty enough to be used in a whole 
shirt for ordinary purposes. The bosoms are 
also imported, being brought here from France 
already embroidered and run into the shirt in the 
company’s factories in this country. Semi-laun- 
dered French cuffs complete the shirts in ques 
tion, which retail at $5 to §7.50.

The newest of the collars for spring and summer 
is a modification of the long pointed, inverted V 
collar, which was such a favorite last year. This 
collar, while its points are not long enough to 
require the slight rolling needed by last year's, 
can take similar treatment without losing any of 
its effectiveness. Another new collar shows the 
inner and outer bands exactly the same height all 
around, so constructed as to give sufficient tle 
space and prevent the outer band from touching 
the shirt at any point.

For informal summer wear mushroom plate 
ed effects are going well, as are cross stripe effects 
in variegated colorings.

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TO AID RATLROADS 


Plea for Increase in Freight 
Rates Will Be Based on 
His Attitude. 


ADMIT NEED OF REFORM. 


Managers Assert That Advance 
Would Help Them in Mak- 
ing Changes, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Washington, D. C., April 5.—[Specia!.}—In 


. Suggesting that the railroads are entitled to 


an increase of freight rates President Wil- 
son has given a new turn to the contest going 
on before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion between the railroad representatives and 
their opponents. 

It became known today that the railroads 
will make a special feature of the president's 
contentions in the closing arguments they 
will submit to the commission beginning on 
April 27. The railroad attorneys began work 
on their briefs today, and Clifford Thorne, 
state railroad commissioner of Iowa, left 
for Des Moines, where he will prepare his 
formal argument in opposition to the in- 
crease. 

President Wilson's contention that thou- 
sands of innocent purchasers of the stock of 
railroads would be injured by a refusal of 
the rate advance will constitute one of the 
principal arguments of the railroads. The 
carriers agree with the president that even 
if the commission finds the advance unjusti- 
fied upon the basis of the actual investment 
the present period of business depression is 
no time to exact reforms which would be 
effected at the expense of the great mass of 
innocent shareholders and of the public at 
large. 
Admit Reforms Are Needed. 

The railroads will agree with the commis- 
sion that reforms in the financing and man- 
agement of the great trunk lines are impera- 
tive, but they will point out that the rate reg- 
ulating body has had ample power to carry 
out these reforms during past periods of 
prosperity, when the adjustment would not 
have disturbed business conditions. The in- 
crease of rates, the carriers will contend, 
will result in a period of prosperity during 
which they gladly will codperate in reform- 
ing their finances and management. 

Louis D. Brandeis, special counsel to the 
commission in the rate case, will answer 
these arguments with the contention that the 
holders of railroad securities are not entitled 
to sympathy the result of which would be the 
burdening of the people with additional 
transportation charges. He will argue that 
the railroads are institutions as representa- 
tive in character as is the American repub- 


lic and that the stockholders of the trans- 7 


portation lines are responsibie for the man- 
agement of their properties. 

If the lines are being operated in a manner 
that is dissipating profits which would be 
adequate without a rate increase the stock- 
holders are responsible, for they could have 
elected directors who would have conserved 
the revenues. 

Will Abolish Free Services. 

Whatever the final decision of the com- 
mission on the’ question of allowing an ad- 
vance of rates it is certain that the body 
will point out numerous ways in which the 
roads could increase their revenues by abol- 
ishing special services performed for favored 
shippers free of charge. 

The railroad men have been greatly dis- 
couraged by the attitude of a majority of 
the members of the commission, but since 
the president made known his convictions 
favoring their plea they have ‘taken a more 
hopeful view of the situation. The carriers 
believe that the commission eventually will 
come to view the situation as does the presi- 
dent. 

The final hearings on the proposed lake and 
rail rate increase will be held tomorrow. 
H. C. Barlow, traffic director of the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce, J. H. Barnes 
of Duluth, a large grain shipper, and G. 
Roy Hall, traffic director of the Duluth 
Commercial club, will appear in opposition 
to the proposed increase.
